While we hope you will change your mind, we 
will not violate our agreement with you by al- 
lowing your men to run these trippers. It would 
not be right;

The last two sentences of the foregoing let- 
ter are really what will cause the strike. At 
least it is sized up by the men as the greatest 
of their grievances. The company has @ little 
blank which is presented to every driver or 
conductor who may be about to run on one of 
these trippers.“ It recites that he, the driver 
or conductor, giving name and residence, is 
not a member of union No. 1. If he fills out 
and signs that he is allowed to go on the car

NEW ORLEANS POLICEMAN MURDERED.

INTO AN EVIL 


EXAMIN IN @ THE 


UNCLE ae 
“ SWEAT-SHOP” SYSTEM. 


The Congressional Committeemen Begin 
the Inquiry in Chicago—Warner of New 
York and Hosr of Massachusetts Make 
a Tour of the Unhealthy Places—Manu- 
facturers on the Stand in Justice Har- 
lan's Court—Mrs. T. J, Morgan’s Views 
on the Causes and Remedies. | 

Congress is interested in the sweat shops 
of the large cities, where men and women and 
little children work long hours for starvation 
wages amidst the squalor and filth of the 
worst sort of tenement houses. Ihe special 

Committee on Manufactures, of which John 

De Witt Warner of New York is Chairman 

and Sherman Hoar of Massachusetts is Secre- 

tary, charged with the collecting of facts re- 
garding this system, began its day’s labors 
yesterday. 

During the forenoon, while the April show- 
ers were doing the neglected work of the 

Street Department, washing the mud aid 


filth from the streets, Mr. Warner and Mr. | 


Hoar began a tour of inspection, accompa- 
nied by Health Officer McDonald and In- 
spector Mrs. Ida Glennon and Detective Will- 


iams from the Central Detail. A dosen shops 
were visited and the visitors saw enough of the 
evils of the system to convince thiem of a need 
for legislation. 

Mr. Warner löft the party before its morn- 
ing's labors had been quite completed, and 
after a hurried luncheon he took Finest, his 
bright rea whiskers, and his official stenog- 
rapher to Just ic Harlan’s court room in the 
Government Building to begin the investiga- 
tion of the witnesses summoned ‘to appear 
before the committee. 

There were half a dozen clothmg manufact- 
urers present. Mrs, Thomas J. Morgan, who 
had been one of the committee which made 
the tour of investigation last fall, was present 
together with several other representatives of 
trade and labor assemblies. Mrs. Morgan was 
the first witness, and by way of preface she 
presented a type-written document showing 
some new places visited last week. Mrs. 
Morgan followed with statements regarding 
hours, wages, etc. In many of the shops she 
had found children of school age employed, 
starvation wages were paid for long hours of 
arduous work, and in some instances the em- 
ployés were not given time to eat. 

Causes and Remedies Suggested. 

When asked the causes in her opinion and

Taha low clas e that is con- 
stantly pouring into this country is in my 
opinion responsible for the present state of 
affaors. These people came to America with 
debased ideas; they have been accustomed to 
as bad or worse treatment in their old homes 
and they cannot understand or appreciate the 
dangers that surround them from a physical 
standpoint. Then people can get no other 
work and they are compelled to take up this 
class of work or starve. 

As to a remedy, if the city ordinances 
were enforced a stop would be put to all the 
One city ordinance pro- 
vides that in factories each and every work- 
man shall have 500 cubic feet of breathing 
space. In the ‘sweaters’’ shops visited last 
fall we found the average breathing space only 
53 cubic feet or only one-tenth of that re- 
quired by law. I can see no improvement in 
the shops or in the wages paid. One place 
was whitewashed three weeks ago and that is 
the only improvement I have noted. 

Mrs. Morgan said she had never found a 
washroom in a “‘sweat’’ shop. 

John H. Prentiss of the Charles P. Kellogg 
Clothing company was the next witness put 
on the stand, He seemed to doubt the author- 
ity of Mr. Warner to put questions to him, 
but Mr. Warner soon disabused his mind of 
such a notion. 

What amount of business does your firm 
do in a year?” the Chairman asked. 

When Mr. Prentiss was convinced that an 
answer would be necessary he replied that the

annual sales of his house were between $2,000 
000 and $3,000,000, and that of the entire cloth 
ing trade of Chicago in the neighborhood of. 

The majority of the clothing sold 
by wholesale houses was made in Chicago, and 
in a majority of cases the work was done by 
contract. Five per cent would bea liberal 
estimate, he said, of the amount manufactured 
directly by the wholesalers. Contractors, he 
said, worked for several firms generally. 

Not Familiar with “ Sweaters.” 

In answer to questions regarding the sani- 
tary condition of the shops in which the goods 
were manufactured Mr. Prentiss said he had 
never made an examination of the quarters. 
There was nothing in the manufacture of cloth- 
ing to protect those who bought it against con-

| the manufacture of the cheaper grades of 
clothing, though the clothing made there cut 
little figure in the Chicago market, 


The witness told of the plan in vogue with

Unknown to the public 
and unexpected by manufacturers they made 
a tour of shops in tenement houses yesterday 
morning, and last night they drove. quietly 
away from the Palmer House in a carriage to 
pursue their investigation by night “*O, we 
are just going to take a drive,” said Mr. Hoar. 

What places do you intend to visit? 

„Well, now, should we visit any places the 
information acquired, you know, would -be 
for Congress and not at present for the press. 
I don’t think there is anything new to be 
found out. The conditions of ‘sweating’ by 
gaslight cannot be much different from those 
we saw today.”’ 

But before going Mr. Hoar talked freely 
and impressively of his morning’s experience 
and investigations. 
make mention of any of the places visited. 

have been impressed,“ he said, with 
the fearful degradation surrounding an 1m- 
mense number of our population. I have been 
in tenement houses in Eastern cities so nasty 
and vile that you could scrape the filth off the 
walls. Itis a difficult task to inspect this 
‘sweating’ system practically. I have seen 
children with chicken-pox using the clothing 
to be made for manufacturers as beds, It 
would be no wonderif an epidemic should 
arise from such conditions and spread through- 
out the land. There are three things we want 
to find out: 

““First—Do the degradmg conditions of 
sweating exist in tenement houses, and if so, 
in what cities? 

** Second—Are they affecting either the rate 
of wages or the condition of the general health 
in this country? 

**Third—What legislation, either national 
or State, without injury to trades can oe en- 
acted to remedy the evils? 

Now in Chicago we have found that man- 
ufacturers know mare about their employés 
than in Eastern cities, yet they seem not to 
We 


have a very intimate knowledge. 
find that you have no great tenement 
blocks as in New York and i other 


cities; you have more air space, and the gen- 
eral sanitary condition is better, and yet have 
found tremendous chances for disease in a 
large number of houses. If your wholesalers, 
instead of inspecting places for the amount and 
character of the work done would inspect them 
also for health conditions and coéperate with 
the Board of Health, it would not be long be- 
fore Chicago would have as good workshops 
as could be found anywhere. Chicago, like 
other large clothing centera, extends its trade 
beyond the limits of the State. Nearly three- 
fourths of its entire clothing product is mter- 
State business, a fact which may give Con- 
gress a right to deal with it. 

We visited twenty places here and found 
some of them awfully bad. In one place we 
found fifteen men and women ma front room, 
and in a little back room two terribly dirty 
children playing around a table on which were 
bundles of cloth to be made up and the food 


of the family. In the front room 
were a bed and a number of mat- 
tresses, and we were told by 


one of the women that the room was often oc- 
cupied by the men at night. We found the 
closets in a horrible condition, and in some 
places where work was going on almost every 
kind of filth was to be seen, including an open 
garbage bucket full of swill, We were told 
by people workmg for the best firms in Chi- 
cago that the price per piece and for daily 
wages had been growing less of late. 

Mr. Hoar spoke approvingly of the efforts 
of the Board of Health and said it sheuld re- 
ceive heartier cooperation from the public. 
He also thought there should be more health 
inspectors, especially of energy and intelli- 
@ence, such as displayed by Mrs. Glennon.

THE POLITICAL OUTLOOK. 

It is yet nearly three months before the 
Presidential conventions, but events are shap- 
ing themselves so rapidly that it is possible to 
make a forecast of what will be done in Chi 
cago and Minneapolis unless there be a rad- 
ical change in the political manipulations be- 
fore the eventful month of June arrives, 
Since the shelving of the Silver bill it is clear 
enough that the Hill boom is going down the 
toboggan slide with remarkable celerity in 
spite of State steals, snap conventions, and 
Southern circuits. Even Tammany is pre- 
paring to throw its Jonah overboard. Grand. 
Sachem Croker.declares that the tariff must 
be the issue, which is tantamount to saying 
that Hill must not be the candidate, and State 
Senator Brown of the Tammany forces is cer- 
tain that Hill. cannot get an indorsement 
from the New York Legislature, His lieuten- 
ants, Gorman and Brice, have cooled off in 
their admiration for the self-evoived candi- 
date. The Democratic organs have cooled off 
also. The Atlanta Constitution is the only 
Hill paver in the South. In the North there 
are but two organs left and one of these has 
backed half-way down. The New York Sun 
keeps up its shrieking against Uleve- 
land and its clamor for Hill and calls 
upon Democrats to fire every man out of their 
ranks who attempts to haul down the Hill flag. 
The Herald says it is not safe to tie to Cléve- 
land, Hill, or Flower, and that the only hope 
of victory is with a man from the West, with 
Hill to look after the interests of the Vice- 
Presidency! As the Hill boom diminishes the 
Cleveland boom expands. The May conven- 
thon will show what New York will do. The 
New England Democrats are practically for 
the “Prophet.” The Pennsylvania Demo- 
cratic convention will be nearly unanimous 
forhim. Unless Gorman isa candidate, and 
his name does not arouse enthusiasm any- 
where, Maryland will declare for him. Even 
in Indiana the Indianapolis Sentinel, a Gray 
organ, declares that Gray must not be a can- 
didate because of the rapidly developing sen- 
timent for Cleveland. The Palmer boom is in 
a state of hopeless collapse, since the Iroquois 
club will listen to no name but Cleveland’s. 
Even at the name of Boies Democrats shake 
their heads. Cleveland is the man of the 
hour, and the Philadelphia Record declares 
that if a vote of the Democrats in Congress 
were now taken he would receive the suffrage 
of nine of every ten ‘members. In the Dem- 
ocratic Cleveland chorus there is one promi- 
nent and discordant voice. Itis the voice of 
Henri Watterson, refusing te be comforted. 
Here is his gloomy view of the situation: 

Considering the case as it is and facts as they 
are, we can see only defeat in Mr. Cleveland’s 
nomination and in that of Gov. Hill as well, and 
hence we think it best to leaye New York alto- 
gether out in the selection of a nominee. If this 
be not done, we shali look contidently to the vin- 
dication of the wisdom of the counsel which the 
election will bring; premising that in no event is 


the prospect very reassuring. 
The outlook from the Democratic side ia 


that Cleveland will be nominated. Itis even 
more clearly apparent from the Republican 
side that Harrison will be renominated. There 
18 no opposition to him worth serious consid- 
eration. Senator Cullom having dropped out 
of the race and packed up his boom in good 
condition for another occasion, there only 
remain the self-evolved candidates, Gen. Alger 
and ex-Senator Blair, who seem determined 
to go on with their folly regardless of the dis- 
astrous consequences to them which will surely 
happen. Since Mr, Blaine's retirement the Har- 
rison men have captured Indiana and the com- 
ing Republican State convention in Pennsyl- 
vania will declare for him. As these were the 
two States most opposed to him it goes with- 
out @aying what the other States will do. 
When John Sherman, McKinley, and Senator 
Cullom stepped one side the nomination was 
as good as made. It will be practically unani- 
mous. Ina word he will be the next candi- 
date of his party, as the St. Paul Pioneer 
Press remarks, by a vote almost as unani- 
mous as that for Mr. Blaine would have been 
had he consented to run.“ As Tas Taipune 
has said before, he ought to be nominated, he 
will be nominated, and he is the strongest man 
that can be nominated, Therefore, but for 
exceedingly remote and now unexpected con- 
tingencies, it is as certain as anything political 
can be that the contest of 1892 will be fought 
out between Harrison and Cleveland, the lead- 
ers in the fight of 1888, and with the same gen-

dividual.|.A map aceompanymg the Year 
Book shows that the densest populatiou of the 
earth, over 400 to the square mile, is confined 
to Java, China, Japan, northeastern and south- 
western portions of India, England, parts of 
France and Belgium, the Nile Valley, Italy, 
Portugal, a small strip of A > and a 
small section in the vicinity of New York and 
Boston. The area of Europe in acreé is 2,884,

The compilations bearing upon the partition 
of Africa show how rapidly the Dark Conti- 
nent is being absorbed by the great powers. 
Its total area is 11,514,500 square miles and 
population 130,185,000, according to the esti- 
mates of E. G, Ravenstein, member of the 
Royal Geographical Socicty. Of these totals 
Great Britain has appropriated 2,570,926 
square miles with 40,764,100 population 
France, 2,902,624 with 23{/788,000 population; 
Portugal, 841,025 with 5,416,000 population; 
Spain, 203,767 with 447,000 population; Ger- 
many, 822,000 with 5,950,090 population ; Italy, 
602,000 with 6,300,000 population; Congo

PAYING WAGES IN SALOONS. 
The speeches made at a recent banquet of 


the carpenter and builder contractors of this 


city exposed the existence of a monster evil. 
It was reported to be a common practice to 
pay in saloons the weekly wages earned by 
carpenters and other workers on buildings in 
process of erection, Mr, George Birk- 
hoff Sr., the gentleman to whom is 
due the honor of stating the facts. told 
a number of instances in which the prac- 
tice has caused a vast amount of misery’ to 


the families of the workers. It appears the 


men are’ not only encouraged to spend their 
money immediately after the payment of 


wages, but are enticed to drink at all other 


times on the credit plan, the amount scored 
up against thein being paid off on receipt of 
the weekly wages. In return for this’ * sery- 
ice the contractors are willingly supplied 
gratia with all the drinks and cigars they 
want, and it is fair to presume that at least 
some of them have a counter understanding 
with the saloonkeeper that he shall not be a 
loser by bad debts incurred by the workmen. 
The consequence is that a large part of the 
earnings goes into the saloon till, and the 
wives and children are left free to suffer for 
want of food, fuel, and clothing. Well might 
he score roundly those of his brother 
contractors who keep up this abomi- 
nable practice, and call them * fools,” 
For | undoubtedly they are fools to their 
own interests, as well as responsible for 
a vast amount of evil, It is astonishing the 
bosses cannot see this for themselves. 

All of the building bosses are not equally 
guilty in this respect, Hut a great many of 
their number are partners in the wicked 
scheme to rob the wives and families of the 
workers, and perhaps it rules in other depart- 
ments of activity. It is a burnimg shame, 
and now that it has been exposed should be 
suffered no longer. Why have not the leaders 
of the trades unions denounced the practice 
ere this and pointed out its disastrous conse- 
quences? Are some of them also on the dead- 


head list for drinks and cigars, and thus in- | 


duced to wink at the enormity? Why have 
not the Socialist press and the vociferous lead- 
ers in alleged efforts fer the advancement of 
the workingman “pitched into’ such vile 
capitalistic practices? Where have the walk- 
ing delegates perambulated that they too have 
never discovered the existence of this dam- 
aging, debasing system of pinching a big per- 
centage frum every weekly pay-roll? Is it 
made to their interest to cater to the diabolical 
outrage? Are they also furnished with drinks 
and cigarsfree? Or is it that they are simply 
figure-heads, supposed to look out for the in- 
terest of the working-class and unable to see 
one of the biggeat evils by which it is afflicted? 
It is time for these and all other well-wishers 
to humanity to bestir themselves for reform. 
All good men and women, in every part of 
the city, irrespective of party, should rise to its 
vigorous condemnation. The clergymen of 
the city, Catholic as well as Protestant, ought 
to demand that the mischievous practice be 
stopped atonce. Why have they been silent 
so long? Surely many of the number, if not 
all of them, must have known of it, and they 
must have been equally well aware of its ter- 
ribly demoralizing character. 5

They ought 
to set their faces dead against a practice that 
leads the workers to squander their hard- 
earned cash in doggeries and place it in gam- 
bling games Saturday nights, thus spending 
the greater part of the pay before sobering up 
for the work of tbe following week. The 
bosses ate not directly responsible for the 
morals of their workmen, but they are mor- 
ally to blame for all the dissipation and the 
consequent suffering to families induced by 
the paying of wages in saloons, or permitting 
the growler to be “rushed ”’ into places under 
their control. They onght to be made to see 
this. It should be pressea home upon their 
attention by the press and from the pulpit, 
and by every other means that can be adopted 
for bringing around a cessation of the terribly 
depraving practice denounced by Mr. Birk- 
hoff, The association of which he is a mem- 
ber ought to take strong ground against the 
evil, and the trades unions should join as one 
man in demanding that not another dollar be 
paid in asaloon to any member of their or- 
ganizations, 


THE FIRE IN NEW ORLEANS, 

Sunday's fire in New Orleans will take rank 
as ane of the greatest fire disasters of the lest 
few years, It burned over eleven squares of 
ground, ‘destroyed 63,000 bales of cotton and 
enough other property to raise the loss to a 
total of $3,600,000, More than 100 families 
were rendered homeless by a second fire in- 
volving half a million dollars of loss. A sad 
feature of the calamity appears to be that it 
was the result of sheer carelessness, being due 
to the throwing of a lighted cigarette among 
the cotton. The fire department weautterly 
unable to cope with 1t, the foree having been 
reduced three months ago to about one-tenth 
of its former size, and it is said the new men 
had not become familiar with the duty re- 
quired of them. 

Simultaneously with this intelligence by 
telegraph the news comes by post that the big 
cotten-press deal in New Orleans has at last 
been consummated, Of the twenty presses in 
that city all but two have been purchased by a 
syndicate, principally composed of New York 
capitalists, the amount paid orto be paid 
being about $2,000,000, Ten per cent of the 
sum is to be paid May 1 and the remaining 90 
per cent three months later. It is fair to sup- 
pose that the fire will not interfere with the 
performance of the contract, since $3,300,000 
of the total fire loss is teported to be covered 
by insurance, leaving it open to be inferred 
that the cotton presses and their contents were 
protected to within a small percentage of 
their value. 

The disaster is perhaps of sufficient magni- 
tude to affect the price of the cotton not 
burned. ' The quantity consumed Sunday was 
but a little less than 1 per cent of the total 
crop of the South 4or last year, and must be | 
at least 3 per cent of that yet remaining to be 
marketed, If the same rule obtain in cotton 
as is apt to govern in the case of wheat there 
should be a rise in prices at least equal to the 
value of the property destroyed. In that case 
the holders of cotton will profit by the loss to 
the insurance companies, which fell at a time 
when they were already counting up their lia- 
bjlities us likely to exceed the fearful aggre- 
gate for last year. The advantage 
will not be unwelcome, though pur. 
chased at such a fearful cost. The price 
of cotten has recently been so low as not 
to meet the average cost of production and 
transportation, the cotton-growers of the 
South being in that respect as badly afflicted 
as were their corn-growing brethren further 
north alittle more than two years ago. It 
has been a terrible experience, and has had a 
great deal to do with leading up to the insane 
demand for a cheap dollar, as if that would be 
a remedy for the evils of overproduction. 
But corn turned up just at the time it seemed 
to be the woakest, and has since sold at re- 
munerative prices. There is at least room to 
hope for a similar change in the case of cot- 
ton, and it is not impossible that the fire in 
New Orleans will prove to be the turning point 
that marks the beginning of better times for 
the cotton industry in the Southern States.
